Tun report of the Buperintendent of Com-
mon Sohools for the year ending June 7, 1569,
which has recently been prosented to the

Logislature, contains much useful informa. |

tion and a nmmber of valuable suggestions.
Many evidenoos of improvement are pre.
sonted. A fow distriots still stubbornly re-
fuse to provide free schools, but their num.
ber is now po limited that only a fow thous
sand ohildren are unprovided with educational
faoilities, and the last barriers of ignorance
and prejudice are totlering to their fall
Meanwhile, in the scoepting distriota there is
8 large anoual increase in the number of
schools, tenchers, pupiis, cost of tuition, and
expenditures for buildings. The ‘total cost of
the systom in 1869 exceaded the expenditures
of the previous year by more than threec-
quarters of a million of dollars, and the in.
oroase of total cost over 1866 amounts to
$2,790,990,

Public sentiment is demauding all over the
Commonwenlth an improvement in every
ramifioation of the school system, and a rapid
advanos is constantly being made. Hplendid
pew Normal Bohools sre springing up. Last
yoar five times as much money was spent as
in any year previous to 1806 in the erection
of new sochool buildings, nnd the averago at-
tendanco of pupils is now 135,020 greator
than it was three ye = ago.

There is still, however, room for other ro- |

forms, Of the children of the Btate at loast
80,008 do not obtain edacationst instrootion
of any kind, and although Lhe total number of
pupils exceeds eight hundred thousand, the
average attendance is but a little more than
half & million of pupils. The most strenuous
efforts should be wade to diminish the vast
aggregate of truancy disclosed by this state-
ment, and to shield the children who are now
guffered to grow up in ignorance from the |

misfortunes of orphauhicod or the neglect of |

unfeeling parents.

The appropriationt 1o Common Schools Ly
the Btate have been properly increased during
the Inst fow years, but svon now they amonnt
to but $500,000 per annnm, while the Com.
monwealth of New York gives more than two

millions, Ohio nearly oue million foar hun- |

dred thousand dollars, und Illinois and In-
dinna nearly one wiilion, esch, to this pur-
pose. Of the total public appropriations by
Pennsylvania for ednostional purposes,
soarcely one-fourtecntl is now contributed
by the State Treusury, snd as its prosent
sources of revenue fur exceed its legitimate
expenditures, a portioa of the sarplus used to
enrich State Treasurers, or to squander on
Legialative favorites, conid be very properly
devoted to educational purposes,

THE PAYMENT OF PENSIONS.

Ax earnest effort is now being made in Con-
groas to bring about a reform in the manner
of paying pensions, and it would not be amiss
if athorough investigation into the whols sys-
tom of settling the claims of those entitled to
pensions, prize money, aud bounties were made.
There ought to be no trouble about arranging
for the prompt payment of ihis class of claims,
without " either trouble or expense to those
sntitled to the money, bat it is notorious that
the facilities of the Government offices serve
rather to the enrichment of peunsion aygents
and olaim brokers thau to the convenience of
those who are especially entitled to the con-
sideration of officials who have the disburse.
ment of the Government funds,

In the matter of pensions, in partioular, it
is notoriously impossible, in a great majority
of instances, to collect the money due with-
out some of it being left 1n somebody's fingers
a8 it passes from the 'T'reasury to the persons
entitled to it. The class of porsons who re.
. peive pensions are partioularly worthy of

every protection that the law can throw
around them to prevent them from being in
any way deprived of smallest fraction of the
pittance allowed by the Government. They
are our sick and maimed soldiers and sailors,
or the widows and orphans of thoss who have
fallon in the defense of the country: they are
poor, and often too ignorant of legal forms to
be able to protect themselves in the slight-
est degree from imposition; and they are con.
sequently at the nfercy of the harpies who un-
derstand how to manipulate the departments
st Washington in their own interests. Tho
pensions allowed by the Gouvernment are dis-
gracefully small at the best, and by the time
the persons entitled to them pay all the ex-
penses of collection thore is very little remain-
ing for the necessities of life. The agents
appointed to disburse the pensions grow rich
on the fees and perquisites, and the brokers
who make it & business to secure settlements
of this olags of claims ohtain rates of percent-
age out of all proportivn 1o the value of their
servioes, Claim brokers are alfordetl facili-
ties for the trausaction of business and for
obtaining informatios thut are denied to those
who are umediately interested, and persons
who have claims of this chavaoter against the

Govarnment frequently find it practically im-

possible to collect their money without delays

of the most vexatious character, noless they
willing to submit to & heavy discount,

It is aserious question whether there is any
necessity for such a olusy of officers as pen-
sion agents. If they are reguired for the
proper transaction of the Government busi-
neas, the professionsl politician should be
thrust to onoe side and the positions given to
disatded officers or goldiers, who ahould be

™

paid proper malaries and forbidden to take
any feos whatover from those entitled to pon-
slons,

The present plan of paying pensions only
twioe a yoar is a wrong that ought not to be
nilowed longer to exist, as it not only subjsota
the pensioner to a serious inconvenienos, but
it is an encouragement to extravaganoo
by giving him a large sum at onoo,
The same annual amount  divided
betwoen the twelve months would be of far
more real benofit than if paid semi-annually.
The plan proposed by Clencral Butler of
making monthly payments by means of post
office orders, seems to be a practical and evo-
nomioal step in the way of reform, and wa
sinoerely hope that it will receive the candid
consideration of Congress. It is not enongh
to vote money for tlm benefit of those en-
titled to the bounty of the Government, but
it is the duty of Congress to ses that the pan-
gioners are protected from imposition and
that they receive promptly and surely every
cent to which they are entitled.

ACADEMY OF NATURAL SCIENCHS,
Evenynopy will be glad to learn that a usite
for a naw building has been dstermined npon
by the Board of Trustoes of this institation,
and that its eroction will be commenced n#
goon as practicable. The cost of the propased
building will be $122,500, while the available
funds for that purpose are only B46,450'65,
The public bas generously given ita coun-
tenance to the Academy during the last year,
attending its semi-weekly exhibitions with

that energy and porsistence only to be found “

inthe possessor of n perpetual free pass,
With the same magnanimity which indaced
Arteruns Ward to freely sacrifioe his wife's

Ar Tam smeTise of the Board of School
Control, on Tuesday last, a measure was pro-
posed by Mr, Elkin, the Controller from the
Seventh Ward, that will probably aid mate-
rially in facilitating the business of the Board
in the important matter of making the annual
estimates, Hitherto the practice has been to
appoint a special committes when Counoils
call for the estimates from the different de-
partments near the end of the year, and the
consequence is that the work is done ina
great hurry, and it is impossible for the mom-
bers of the Board to criticize every item of
expendituye with proper closeness. These
enatimates amount to many thousands of dol-
lars annually, and it is essential for the pub-
lic interest as well as for the efficienoy of the
schools that they should be made with the ut-

most care, and with & perfect know-
ledge of the wants of each sec-
tion. Under the old plan this was

impossible, and the consequence was that
unnecossary expenses were often inourred,
while some soctions did not have proper
justice done them by getting the appropria-
tions to which their actual needs entitled
them, To remedy this loose way of doing
business, Mr, Elkin proposed an additional
by-law oreating a standing Committes on
Estimates, of nine members of the Board of
Controllers. This by-law was unanimously
adopted by the Board, and the committes ap-
pointed by the President. It can readily be
geen that such a committes na this will add
much to the efficiency of the school system,
as all oceasions for expenditure that the
growing neocossitios of our schools may bring
up will pass through its huands and receive
aple investigation; so that when, at the end
of the year, the Board comes to make its esti-
mates, it will be able to procead intelligently,
and with a thorough knowledge of the
snbjoct.
